PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a merchandise management method and its 
system to efficiently use merchandise by managing tangible merchandise and 
personal information separately. 

SOLUTION: In the merchandise management method to manage purchase and sales 
of the merchandise by a system including a network, an identifier of 
returned merchandise is inputted from terminals of the respective dealers 
connected with the network S32, sales frequencies are read from the 
identifier of the returned merchandise 42, a new sales price is set S43 and 
notified to the dealer S44 in a server having a function to set a price of 
the merchandise corresponding to the sale frequency provided on the 
network. Thus, users share one piece of merchandise and pay difference 
between a purchase price and a return price as use fees of the merchandise. 
Personal information is held by the users separately from the merchandise 
to be shared. 
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
